The following draft of certain rules which the Government ofKerala 
propose tomake in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (xxiii) of sub 
section (2) of section 129 of the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 1960) 
and in supersession of the rules issued under G.O. No. 520 LA dated 
24-3-1951 is hereby published for general information as required by sub 
section (2) of section 130 of the said Act . Notice is hereby given that the 
said draft will be taken up for consideration on or after 16-3-1965. Any 
suggestion or objection which may be received from any person in respect of 
the said draft before the date specified above , will be considered by the 
Government Objections and suggestions shall be addressed to the Joint 
Development Commissioner and Joint Secretary to Government, Agriculture 
and Rural Development Department, Secretariat, Trivandrum . 

DRAFT RULES 
1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Panchayats (Regulation of use of public or private springs, tanks, 
wells and other water sources) Rules, 1965. 

(2 ) They shall come into force atonce. 
2. Definitions.- In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires 

( 1) the Act meansthe Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 1960) . 

(2 ) executive authority ? means the Executive Officer mentioned 
under clause ( 12) of section 2 of the Act. 

3. Prohibition of washing of animals etc. in Public Springs.-- The Panchayat 
may in the interests of public health , regulate or prohibit the washing of 
animals , or of clothes or other articles or fishing , in any public spring, tank 
or well, or any public water course or part thereof within the Panchayat 
area and may set apart any such place for drinking or for bathing or for 
washing animals or clothes or for any other specified purpose . 

4. Prohibition of use of Privale Spring elc. with the consent of the owner. 
The powers conf by rule 3 may, in the case of any private spring, tank , 
well, or water course be exercised by the Panchayat, with the consent of the 
owner of such place . 

5. Prohibition of washing of animals etc. in private spring. The Panchayat 
may in the interests of public health regulate or prohibit the washing of 
animals or of clothes or of other articles in any private spring , tank, well or 
water course from which the public have a right to take water for drinking 
purposes .

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6. Prohibition of use of water from well etc. on grounds of Public Health. 
The Executive Authority of a Panchayat, on receipt of a certificate from any 
Health Olhicer of the State Department not below , the rank of Assistant Dis 
trict Medical Officer of Public Health Department and Assistant Engineer of 
Public Health Engineering Department having jurisdictioa over the area , 
stating that the water in any well , tank, spring or other source of water 
supply to which the public have access is likely to engender or cause the 
spread of any dangerous disease,may by public notice, proibit the use of 
such water. Such notice shall be served by affixing a copy of it near the 
source ofwater supply or by beat of drum stating therein the number of days 
or the period during which such prohibition shall last. The Executive 
Authority may extend or modify the notice without the production of a 
further certificate . 

7. Prohibition against use of public and private spring etc. for purposes other 
than for which they are set apart.- No person shall 

(a ) bathe in or defile the water in any place set apart for drinking or 
cooking purposes either by a Panchayat or in the case of private property by 
the owner thereof; or 

(b ) deposit any offensive or deleterious matter in the dry bed of any . 
place set apart as aforesaid for drinking purposes; or 

(c) wash clothes in any place set apart as aforesaid for drinking pur. 
poses or for bathing ; or 

(d ) wash any animal or any cooking utensil or wool, skins or other 
foul or offensive substance or deposit any offensive or deleterious matter in 
any place set apart as aforesaid for drinking purposes or for bathing or for 
washing clothes, or 

(e ) allow the water from a sink , sewer, drain , engine or boiler or any 
other offensive matter belonging to him or flowing from any building or land 
belongi g to or occupied by him , to pass into any place set apart as aforesaid 
for drinking purposes, or for bathing , or for washing clothes. 

8 Penalty for breach of rules. - Whoever contravenes any order issued 
under any of the provisions of rules 3 to 5 or a notice under rule 6 or any of 
the provisions ofrule 7 or fails to comply with any direction lawfully given 
to him or any requisition lawfully made upon him under any of these rules 
shall b : punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees and in case of 
continuing breach , with fine not exceeding Rs. 10 (Rupees ten only) for 
everyday during which the breach continues after conviction for the first 
breach .

ORDER 
To perpetuate the memory of Rabindra Nath Tagore a spacious Theatre 
with modern equipment and conveniences has been construcied by Govern 
ment at Cotton Hill, Trivandrum . This will be known as the Tagore 
Centenary Theatre. Government are pleased to issue the rules appended to 
this order for the management and maintenance of the Theatre . 

2. Subject to the control of Government the management of the 
Theatre will be vested in a Committee of Management consisting of the 
following 11 members.

16. All receipts on account of rent, lighting charges etc., should be 
credited to " (ii) Rent from Tagore Centenary Theatre under L. II.

17. The accounts of the Institution shall be audited at least once in a 
year by such agency as Government may decide . 

18. The Government shall have power to revise, modify or revoke 
these rules at any time. The Committee may also propose any revision of 
these rules at any time to Government.

19. In all matters not specially provided for in these Rules and where 
ever there is any doubt in regard to interpretation of applicability of any of 
these Rules, the orders of Government with respect thereto shall be final. 

Bye laws and Standing Orders for the Conduct of Business 
of the Committee of Management, Tagore Centenary 

Committee. 
1. The Committee shall meet at least once in three months or when 
ever convened by the Secretary, and the place of the meeting shall be the 
Tagore Centenary Theatre. 

2. The Chairman shall preside over the meetings of the Committee 
and in his absence , themembers present shall elect one from among them 
as Chairman for the time being, who shall conduct the business of the 
meeting 

3. (a ) The Committee shall have power to appoint sub - committees for 
special items of work . 

(b ) The Committee shall have power to delegate any of its func 
tions to sub - committees or individual members. 

4. The Committee shall have power to transact business by circulation 
of papers among members and such proceedings shall be placed before the 
next meeting of the Committee for confirmation . In cases where action has 
to be taken urgently the Secretary may, in anticipation of ratification by 
the Commivee , iake such action on the basis of the opinion expressed by 
themajority of members. 

5. Subject to the control of the Secretary the staff of the Theatre shall 
be responsible for the safe keeping of the Theatre and all that pertains 
to it . 

6. Without prejudice to the powers of the Public Service Commission 
as regards recruitment, the power of appointment or dismissal of the staff of 
the Theatre, shall be vested in the Secretary subject to the approval of 
Government. 

7. All communications relating to the renting of the Theatre shall be 
addressed to the Secretary, and shall be disposed of by him , cxcept such as 
require the special sanction of the Committee owing to deviation from Rules 
or other causes. 

8. All charges, fees , rent etc., must be credited to Government in 
advance in the District Treasury, Trivandrum by means of Chalan issued by 
the Secretary for the purpose. 

9. The furniture belonging to the Theatre shall on no account be 
rented out. 

10. Applications for permission to sell aereated waters and light refresh 
ments within the premises shall be made at the beginning of every year to 
the Committee who shall have power to grant such permission on terms 
and conditions prescribed by them . Only vendors authorised by the Com 
mittee shall be allowed to sell aereated waters and light refreshments within 
the premises. 


Rules and conditions to be observed by the Lessee 
1. The rent of the Theatre must be paid in advance . 

2 (1) All amounts due by way of rent, lighting charges or otherwise 
must be paid in advance direct by the lessces or their agents to the District 
Treasury, Trivandrum and the Treasury receipt therefor produced in the 
Tagore Centenary Theatre Office normally a week before the date of the 
function . (Chalan form for the purpose may be obtained on application 
from the Secretary). 

(2) The rent of the Theatre and fan and lighting charges once paid , 
shall not, on any account, be refunded : 

Provided , however, a refund of the rent paid shall be made to the 
lessce, if for no fault of his the Theatre is not made available to him . 

3. The lessee or his agent shall not sublet or lease the Theatre to any one 
under any circumstances. 

4. Any damage done to the Theatre or the furniture during the lessee s 
occupancy must be ma le good by him . 

5. The lessee or his agent shall on no account damage or disfigure the 
Theatre, furniture, or the premises. 

6. The lessee shall have all the doors and staircases opened during the 
performance to prevent panic in case of accident and shall also have proper 
guard to prevent disturbance. 

7. The lessee shall see that all his property is removed by one O clock 
on the morning next to his occupation of the Theatre. If any be left behind , 
it will be removed at the lessee s risk and secured in one of the rooms of the 
Theatre and Rupee two per day will be charged . If not removed within a 
week , it will be sold by public auction after thrce days notice posted on the 
front door of the Theatre and the main entrance gate and the amount due 
up to the date of sale will be recovered from the sale proceds. 

8. The lessee or his agent shall not interfere in any way with the 
Secretary or the members of the Committee or Management or the employees 
of the Theatre in the discharge of his or their duties during the lessee s 
occupancy . 

9. The lessee or his agent shall not prevent the Secretary or the 
employees of the Theatre from entering or leaving the Theatre at any time 
during the lessee s occupancy. 

10. No lights other than the electric lights provided in the Theatre should 
be made use of by the lessee. 

11. The lessee shall not allow unauthorised venders to sell aereated 
waters within the premises. 

12. Ignorance of the Rules and Bye-laws on the part of the lessees shall 
in no case be an excuse for anything done or omitted to be done by the 
Jessee , 
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Rules for the special guidance of the Clerk - Cashier of the 

Tagore Centenary Theatre , 
1. The Clerk -Cashier should make a security deposit of Rs. 200 
( Two hundred ) . 

2. The Clerk .Cashier will be in charge of all the equipments , furniture , 
etc., belonging to the Tagore Centenary Theatre. 
3. The Clerk -Cashier should see that 
(a) the Theatre and the roomsare swept daily and walls kept free 

from dust ; 
(b) the furniture, the doors and windows are dusted up daily ; 
(c) the compound is kept clean and the garden daily watered ; 

(d) every precaution is taken against risk of fire. 
4. The Clerk -Cashier should duly report to the Secretary any damage 
done to the Theatre or the furniture. 

5. The Clerk -Cashier must be present at every performance or entertain 
ment in the Theatre and should be the last to leave it locking the door 
himself.

3. A pensioner who draws his pension on life certificate should attend 
personally at the treasury for due identification at least once a year, unless 
he is exempt from personal appearance under Rule 275 of Kerala Treasury 
Code in which case he should furnish the necessary independent proof of his 
existence to the satisfaction of the disbursing oflicer. When a pensioner 
alleges that he is unable to appear personally at the Treasury on account of 
bodily illness or infirmity, he should furnish adequate proof of such inability 
at least once a year in addition the independent proof of his existence 
(Rule 1159 (b ) of Part III of K. S. Rs. and Rule 274 (a) of Kerala 
Treasury Code). 

4. A pensioner or messenger who cannot sign his name should furnish 
his signature on the bill in the form of a mark or preferably a thumb 
impression , which should always be attested by another person known to the 
treasury who has appeared with the payce and identified him (Rule 163 (g) 
of Kerala Treasury Code). 

5. A stamped receipt should be furnished when the net sum payable 
exceeds Rupees twenty .

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (2 ) of Article 283 of the 
Constitution of India , the Governor of Kerala hereby makes the following 
amendment to the Kerala Treasury Rules, namely : 

AMENDMENT 
C. S. No. 10 /65/Fin . Dated , 5th February 1965. 
In the said rules, for sub -rule (p ) of rule 163, the following sub -rule 
shall be substituted , namely : 

“ (p) When a drawing Officer desires that the Treasury should pay to 
some other person the amount of a bill, cheque or other document drawn 
by him , except those relating to the claims ofGovernment servants, he shall 
specifically endorse on it and sign an order to pay to that person specifying 
his name as well as his designation . All such bills, cheques or other docu 
ments preferablc at a Treasury for payment being non -negotiable instru 
ments, can be endorsed only once in favour of the specific party to whom the 
money is to be paid ; 

Provided that 

(1) When the endorsement is made on a bill or cheque in favour of a 
banker , a second endorsement can be made by the banker in favour of a 
messenger or an agent for collection only.

(2 ) In the case of a contingent bill which has been endorsed in favour 
of a firm of suppliers or private parties under the provisions of Rule 188 
(viii), the firm or the private party can re-endorse to its banker or to a 
messenger for collection only and the banker can in turn endorse it to a 
messenger or an agent for collection only . Thus, in all, three endorsements 
are permissible in such cases provided that, of the three, one is to the payee s 
banker and one is to a messenger or agent for collection only, and 

(3) An agent may, notwithstanding anything contained in (1) and (2 ), 
for the purpose of collecting the bill or chequc endorse it in favour of his 
messenger. 
Explanation . In this Rule an agent means any bank acting as a collecting 

agency for and on behalf of the payee s banker . 
Note - 1 . Cheque drawn directly on the Bank without the intervention 

of the Treasury Officer are negotiable instruments and are not 

subject to the provisions of this Rule . 
2. When an illiterate person endorses a bill or other document by

THE SUBSIDISED RENTAL HOUSING SCHEME FOR THE WEAKER 

SECTIONS OF THE COMMUNITY 

RULES 

Scope of the Scheme. 
1. This scheme is intended to provide houses for the economically weaker 
sections of the community , namely persons whose income does not exceed 
Rs. 2,100 ( Two thousand one hundred only) per year. * 

2. Persons with an income of less than Rs. 2,100 per year will continue 
to be eligible for loan assistance under the Low Income Group Housing 
Scheme in cases where they wish to bui d their own houses . Such persons 
and those to whom the houses under this scheme are sold outright or on a 
hire purchase basis will not, however, get the benefit of the Central subsidy 
(i. e. 25 % of the ceiling cost ) either individually or as members of a 
Co -operative. In the case of sales outright or on hire purchase basis the 
Central subsidy shall be recovered from the allotices and credited by Govern 
ment to the Central Government. 

3. The State Government, the Housing Board and the public authorities 
will make their contribution as in rule 11 below and also in the shape of 
annual subsidies and o her concessions, especially in the matter of State and 
local taxes in respect of this type of housing so that its rent may be within the 
paying capacity of the weaker sections of the community . 

4. The Central assistance available under the Low Income Group Hous 
ing Scheme may be augmented by such loan assistance as can be made 
available from the Life Insurance Corporation and one -third of the total 
funds so obtained could be utilised for housing the economically weaker 
sections of the community . 

5. Type of accommodation. The type of residential accommodation for the 
above section of the community may be either the open developed plot, or 
the small two roomed houses or skeletal house as described in the rules 
relating to the Subsidised Industrial Housing Scheme.

6. Minimum standards of accommodation for an open developed plot.- (a ) The 
area of each developed plot should not ordinarily be less than 900 sq. ft. 

(b ) The approved agency shall provide the following minimum facilities 
for each developed plot: 

(i) Demarcation of each plot separately by wire-fencing as far as 

possible. ( Each person can then grow a hedge and have a separate 

compound) ; 
(ii) A one- foothigh earthern platform of about 300 sq. ft . (This plat 

form will help to limit the area on which construction can take 

place) ; 
(ii ) A pucca latrine 12 sq . ft.with a roof, door shutter and sanitary 

disposal of sewage through acqua -privy, septic tank or regular 

sewerage arrangement: 
(iv) A pucca bathing and washing platform 16 sq. ft. with suitable 

drainage arrangement ; 
(v) One water tap for the platform at (iv) above, wherever possible ; 

otherwise onc community tap serving not more than cight plots ; 

and 
(vi) Building materials worth about Rs. 150. 

(c) The allottee is expected to build on the earthern platform a hut of 
the prescribed pattern on self-help basis , and also to provide an enclosure to 
the bathing platform . The hut should have adequate light and ventilation , 

7. Minimum standards of accommodation for a skeletal house .- (a ) The minimum 
accommodation in a skeletalhouse , on its completion by the allottee with 
self-help , shall be 232 sq. ft. on the lines of the small two- roomed house indi 
cated in rule 5 of the scheme. 


(b ) The approved agency shall provide, in addition to the developed 
land complete with external services, the following minimum facilities: 

(i) A pucca latrine 12 sq . ft. with a roof, door shutter , and sanitary 

disposal of sewage through acqua- privy , septic tank or regular 

sewerage arrangement; 
(ii) A pucca bathing and washing platform 16 sq. ft . with suitable 

drainage arrangement ; 
( iii) One water tap for each platform at (ii) above wherever possible, 

otherwise one community tap serving not more than eight houses; 

and 
(iv ) The foundation, the plinth and the roof supported by pillars, to 

form structurally stable skeleton for a small two- roomed house , 
with a minimum floor area of 204 sq. ft. for the two rooms.

typical indicative sketch , :howing the general arrangement of the 
construction for the skeleton , appears as Appendix C , to the 
Government of India subsidised Housing Scheme for Industrial 

workers. 
(c) The allottee is expected to provide panelling or some sort of filling 
between the pillars, doors and windows, enclosure to the bathing placform 
and the flooring according to his requirements , 


8. Minimum standards of accommodation for pucca houses. - Where pucca 
houses are proposed , the approved agency shall provide in addition to 
developed land complete with external services, small two-rcomed houses 
with the minimum accommodation as prescribed in Table I reproduced 
below :

3. In respect of construction of skeletaland pucca houses in black 

cotton soil areas necessitating deeper and stronger foundations 
and /or other structural precautions, Rs. 250 extra per house on 

the overall ceiling costs will be allowed. 
4. In cases where the cost of construction of houses exceeds the 

prescribed ceiling cost, there is no objection to the utilisation 
of savings from o her houses by State Go.ernments and other 
public bodies, for meeting the excess expenditure provided the 
houses involved are of the same type, are built in the same 
town and the construction thereof is simul aneously sanctioned 
as a part of the same project. Such diversions are not per 

mitted in cases which do not satisfy these conditions. 
10. Where local conditions so require, other types of houses as indicated 
in the plans appended to these rules ( Appendix I) may also be constructed , 
provided the cost of construction does not exceed the limits indicated in 
rule 9 above . 

11. Construction of houses under this schememay be undertaken either 
by the State Government themselves direct and executed through their own 
Departmental agencies, Housing Boards or by public authorities , subject 10 
the ceiling costs shown in rule 9 above. Government, Housing Boa d and 
their publ.c authorities as the case may be should meet the departmental 
charges and also any excess over the ceiling costs out of their own resources. 

12. The houses constructed under this scheme shall be given on rent. 
Such houses may also at the discretion of Government, Housing Board or 
the public authorities be sold outright or on a hire purchase basis, to the 
ecunomically weaker sections of the community . 
II. Procedure for selection of site and construction 

of buildings. 
13. The District Collectors will ascertain the demand for houses under 
the scheme from the weaker sections of the community . If necessary appli 
cations for the houses may be called for . 

14. The District Collector shall arrange to select suitable plots of land 
where houses under this scheme can be const. ucted . As far as po- sible, 
Government poramboke land shall be utilised for this purpose. Acquis tion 
of private land may be resorted to only in exceptional cases with the prior 
approval of Government. 

15. The Government land or the land acquired for the above purpose 
shall in the first instance be developed . As far as possible the provision of 
common amenities like roads, markets , shop sites, recreation grounds, 
drainage, water supply etc.may be left to be undertaken by the local body 
concerned . In regard to the formulation of projects, preference will be 
given to a colonyof the Local Body concerned is willing to provide such 
amenities in that Housing Colony at its cost. After providing for these 
amenities the land shall be sub -divided into convenient plots , for the constru 
ction of houses. 

16. In the case of plots where separate single houses are to be constructed 
she plinth area of which does not exceed 500 q. feet, the area of the plut 
thall not exceed 3 cents. 


(ii) In the case of Duplex quarters, which provide for two houses 
under the same roof, the plinth arca of each h use shall not exceed 
400 sq. feet and total area of the house site for the two blocks together shall 
not exceed five cents. 

(iii ) Where line type of buildings are constructed providing for a 
plinth area of not exceeding 360 sq . feet for each house the total area of the 
plot to becarmarked for all the houses in the line shall be determined with 
reference to the number of blocks in each line. Generally the plinth area 
of the house and the corresponding premises together shall not exceed two 
cents for each house . 

17. After the plots are set out and sub-divided in the manner indicated 
above, the District Collector shall arrange with the Public Works Depart 
ment to construct the required number of houses of the various types, 
according to the demand in the locality: The number of houses for construc 
tion each year shall be determined with reference to the funds available for 
the purpose for each District. If the number of houses in a Project exceed 
10, the District Collector will forward the proposal to Government for 
sanction . 

18. The construction of houses shall be arranged through the Public 
Works Department according to the rules in force in that Department. 

19. After the construction of the houses, the District Collector shall 
arrange for supply of electric energy , water etc. , to the buildings. Suitable 
arrangements shall be provided for drainage also. 

20. The cost of construction of each house or block of houses shall be 
intimated by the P. W. D. Authorities to the District Collector immediately 
after construction . The charges for electric connection , water supply , 
drainage etc., if carried out through other agencies shall also be taken into 
account by the District Collector. Taking into account all these charges, 
and also the value of the land on which the house or block is constructed 
and the premises included in the house site, the District Collector shall 
assess the total cost of the house, including the premises. In the case of 
Government land, the land value shall be fixed with reference to the 
prevailing market rate. 

21. In assessing the value of the house and the premises the following 
charges shall not be taken into account: (1) the centage charges levied by 
the P. W. D. for construction , (2) cost of development of the land 
such as raising , levelling and dressing site, construction of revetment, 
retaining walls, storm water drainage ete., (3) amount spent for providing 
common amenities. 

22. The District Collector shall take charge of the buildings thus con 
structed , and will entrust the R. D. O. concerned , who will make arrange 
ments to allot the houses to eligible persons on rent. 

23. The rent for each house or block shall be fixed on 10 per cent of the 
income of the lessce, subject to the condition that tho minimum rent payable 


for the building should provide for a return of not less than 3 per cent on the 
capital invested . The position is illustrated below :

If the building is allotted to a person getting an annual income of 
Rs. 2,100 the rent payable by him at 10 % of his income will be 
Rs. 210 per annum . Thus, while the minium rent for the building will 
be Rs. 150 the rent payable will be 10 % of the income of the lessee 
subject to the above minimum . 


III. Procedure for letting out houses . 
24. The R. D. O.shall invite applications from persons belonging to the 
income group specified in rule ( 1) above, for allotment of houses. If in the 
particular locality where this scheme is implemented , separte residential 
accommodation is provided to the Non -Gazetted Officer s of Government 
falling under the above-mentioned group under the Rental Housing Scheme, 
such Government Servants shall not be eligible for allotment of house under 
this scheme. Where such accommodation under Rental Housing Scheme 
has not been provided , Non -Gazetted Ollicers or Government falling within 
the income group specified are, also entitled to apply for allotment of 
houses. 

25. Persons who have their own houses in the locality either in their 
own names or in the names of their wives/husbands as the case may be shall 
not be eligible to apply for allotment of houses under this scheme. 

26. On receipt of applications, the R. D. O. shall cause necessary 
enquiries being made and allot the houses to the deserving applicants taking 
in to account their economic condition , capacity to pay rent etc. 

27. On allotment the person shall execute a lease deed in favour of 
Government in the form appended to these rules (Appendix II) before he 
is put in possession of the house. 

28. The terms contained in the lease deed shall be treated as a part 
of the rules relating to this scheme, 

29. Government may at any time order the revaluation of the residence 
and may revise the capital cost on basis of such revaluation . 

30. Governmentmay for reasons to be recorded write off a specified 
portion of the capital cost. 


31. It shall be open to Government to revise the rent once fixed for 


reason to be recorded . 


32. Government may permit minor additions and alterations the cost 
of which does not exceed a prescribed percentage of the capital cost of the 
residence to be made without increasing the rent. 

33. The rent payable by the lessee shall be fixed to the nearest balf 
rupee if the calculated rent is less than Rs. 5 per house or block. In cases 
where the calculated rent is above Rs. 5 the rent shall be fixed at the nearest 
whole rupee only, amounts below 50 P. being ignored and 50 P. and above 
being rounded to the next higher rupees. 

34. Lessee shall pay municipal and other taxes payable in respect of 
the residence, which are not in the nature of house or property tax. 
Note - Water, drainage, lighting and scavenging, taxes shall be treated 

as being not in the nature of property tax and these shall be paid 

by the lessee only . 
35. Exemption from payment of rent may be sanctioned with the 
previous approval of Government when a building is rendered uninhabit 
able by reason of extensive repairs and for any other cause and is so certified 
by the Executive Engineer who shall indicate whether partial or total remis 
sion of rent is to be allowed and also specify the period for which such 
remission has to be allowed . 

36. Inconvenience caused by petty or ordinary annual repairs is in 
sufficient reason to warrant remission of rent. 

37. Sale of House or Premises.-- If any lessee or other person falling under 
the category specified in rule (1) desires to purchase any building construc 
ted under this scheme including premises the District Collector may order 
the sale of the property to the said person on realisation of the full cost of 
the building as determined in accordance with the rule 20 above. On such 
person paying the covt of the building and premises, the District Collector 
shall arrange for the sale of the building and the premises to him . The 
charges incidental to the registration of the documents in this behalf shall 
be borne by the purchaser. 

38. The District Collector may also arrange for the sale of such build 
ings and premises to any intending buyer falling within the income group 
specified in these rules on hire purchase system also . In this case, the District 
Collector shall with the previous approval of Government fix the number 
of instalments of payment of the value of the building and premises as also 
the rate of interest to be charged on the capi al amount till the entire 
amount is paid . The house premises shall

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Panchayats (Grant- in -aid ) .Rules , 1965. 

( -) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Conditions for paynent of grants. --The payment of grants under these 
rules, shall be subject to the following conditions ; namely : 

1. (i) grants shall ordinarily be given only to institutions or special 
committees constituted for carrying out specific items of works of public 
importance ; 

( ii) grants shall not be sanctioned for starting any activity, but shall 
only be granted .for furthering the activities which have already been 
organised and started ; 

(iii) grants shall ordinarily be given only for capital items of 
expenditure and not formeeting expenditure of a contingent and recurring 
nature ; 

(iv) no grant amountshall ordinarily exceed 50 per cent of the 
amount involved towards expenditure under the item for which the grant is 
sanctioned . 

(v) grants sanctioned for public works carried out by interested 
parties and be..cficiaries shall be subject to production of completion certifi . 
cates from a competent engineer not below the rank of a Junior Engineer; 

(vi) grant- in -aid for purpose ofmedical relief shall not be paid to 
any private institution unless the following conditions are satistied , namely : 
(a ) the institution is rccognised either by the Government or by an 

authority empowered by the Government to grant such 

recognition . 
(b ) it employs only registered medical practitioners; 
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(c) it is subject to periodical inspection by such officers as the 

Government may specify in this behalf ; 
(d ) free treatment is given in the institution to necessitous poor 

living in the Panchayat area ; 
(e) the area served by the institution is not adequately served by 

any other medical institutior maintained or aided by the 

Government or a Panchayat; 
Note : In deciding whether an area is adequately served 

by any medical institution maintained or aided by 
the Government or a Panchayat, regard shall be had 
to the number of institutions in the area, their 
proximity with each other and the nature of the 
services rendered by them . The number of institutions 
and their proximity with each other will depend upon 
the density of population in the area and the volume 
of service rendered as julged by the number of patients 
treated. In view of the different nature of the services 
rendered by allopathic , ayurvedic or homoeopathic 
systems, proximity of an allopathic institution should 
not be a bar to the opening of an ayurvedic or 
homoeopathic medical institution in the area. Subject 
to these considerations , it may be laid down as a 
general rule that medical institution should not be 

opened within three miles of each other . " . 
(f) in the case of an allopathic institution , the previous approval 

of the District Medical Officer of the Health Services 
Department is obtained for the payment of the grant- in 

aid ; 
(vii) grants to stud bulls, stud goats , etc. shall be restricted to 
recognised breeds; 

(viii ) when sanctioning grants to institutions, the Panchayats 
shall see that such institutions satisfy the following conditions, namely : 
(a) the institutions are rendering services which are the functions 

of the Panchayat under the Kerala Panchayats Act or 

rules made thereunder ; 
(b ) the institutions are serving the people within the jurisdiction 

of the Panchayat ; and 
(c) institutions such as libraries , reading rooms, sports clubs, art 

clubs, schools , etc. are recognised either by the Govern . 
ment or by a local authority or by an authority 

empowered by Government to make such recognitions; 
( ix ) grants to individual victims ofnatural calamities may beg anted 
in consultation with the Tahsildar having jurisdiction over the area , 
provided the Panchayat is satisfied that no financial help or grant for th 
purpose has been paid to the inclividual from any other source . 
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3. Power of Deputy Director to stop payment of grants. - The Deputy 
Director shall be competent to stop the payment of any grant sanctioned by 
the Panchayatunder these rules if he is satisfied on enquiry, that the insti. 
tution or person does not deserve the grant and that there is the possibil ly of 
the grant being misused . 

4. No grant to be sanctioned when Panchnyat has no funds to meet obligatory 
expenditure.- (1) No grant shall be s nctioned by Panchayat when the 
Panchayat has not enough funds to meet its obligatory expenditure for which 
provision has been made in the budget of the Panchayat. 

(2) Giants shall be paid only after necessary provision is made in 
the Budget Estimates of the Panchayats and when the estimates provide for 
the prescribed minimum closing balance. 

5. Basis for sanctioning grants. - Before sanctioning any grant, the 
Panchayat shall require the Executive Authority and if necessary, the 
concerned functional commit ee of the Panchayat to inspect the instituition 
or work for which the grant is propo ed to be given and to make repots 
to the Panchayat regarding the eligibility and necessity of the grant. " The 
report of the Executive Authority shall contain the details about the 
avai ability of funds also . These reports shall be the basis for the sanction of 
grants . 

6. Grants for relief measures. - Grants sanctioned for relief measures in 
connection with natural calamities shall be exempt from the provisions of 
these rules , except rule 5 and clause ( ix ) of rule 2.
